are to be printed they will prob- 
ably do what No. 163 did and be- 
come very scarce in a day. Gen- 
uinely used copies should prove 
good. 


BRITISH SOLOMON ISLANDS 


It is reported in Mekeel’s that 
the 5p postage stamp (No. 52) is 
sold out and that no more will be 
printed. 


CANADA 


The Economist Stamp Co., sub- 
mit the 5c value of the new postage 
series, perf. 11, rotary press on 
unwatermarked paper. Values 
which have appeared to date are:

2e green 
5e violet. 


Marks Stamp Co also report the 


appearance of the 2c green of this 
series in sideways coil, perf. 8. 


CANAL ZONE 


The Stamp Collectors Fortnight- 
ly states that the current 5c pic- 
torial postage value (No. 96) has 
appeared overprinted with a new 
value and the words “Postage Due”.

COSTA RICA 


We learn from Mr. R. Roberts 
that the 1c violet, Scott’s Type A- 


70 has appeared perf. 12% on un- 
watermarked paper and inscribed 
1929, instead of 1923. Engraved 
and printed by Waterlow & Sons, 
whereas the original series was by 
the American Bank Note Co. 


CURACAO 

Philatelic Gossip reports that 
new stamps of 6c, 2lec and 27%c 
have been forwarded to his colony 
presumably in the permanent type. 
The recent 6c on 7%c provisional 
(Seott’s No. 103) has also been 
found with inverted surcharge. 
Very few copies have been found, 
tho 50 to 60 are known to have 
been used. 


DENMARK 

Mr. R. Roberts advises that three 
new “Postfaerge” overprints have 
appeared recently. Stamps so 
treated are Scott’s No. 203, 206 and 
one other not specified. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Mr. George S. Chapman writes 
us from Porto Rico, submitting the 
balance of the recently chronicled 
postage series bearing a likeness 
of the Jesuit convent (Scott’s Nos. 
254-9). The full series is: 


red brown 
le deep green 
2c vermillion 

2c rose 

5e deep blue 

light blue. 


He tells us that the bi-colored 
series to commemorate the found- 
er of the republic, Jose Duarte, 
were to have been issued on July 
16th, but delays in printing has 


caused a temporary postponement. 
The values are to be 1c-2c-5¢e and 
12c, all in rather small numbers. 

The current 10c and 15c air mail 
stamps are all sold out, and from 
official sources it is intimated that 
the re-issue will be in new colors. 
No date of issue set as yet. 


HONDURAS

The stamps are the 4c McKinley 
and the 20c Washington both with 
a printed overprint as illustrated. 
A persistent effort to learn what is 
the meaning of the overprint and 
why it was applied has failed to 
bring results. The overprint is a 
printing press job, not a hand- 
stamp. The stamps bearing the 
overprint are on a white piece of 
paper, apparently an envelope cor- 
ner and are cancelled with three 
concentric circles. It is to be noted 
that the 20c and 4c stamp in this 
manner on an envelope would be 
the registered mail rate and the 
cancellation lends to this belief.
